‘The Bad Old Days and Now 

Im the bad old days, the story 
goes, officials of the Manchu gov- 
‘ernment used to augmen: their own 
and the provincial revenues by 
requesting “gifts” from prominent 
persons in their domain known to 
Possess more than the average 
amount of this world’s goods and, 
when met with a refusal, to sima- 
late horror at such unfilial conduct, 
the emperor being being his people's 
father and mother. Many a weal- 
thy man in those times was forced 
to kneel in chains before a 
piece of yellow paper, symbolizing 
the aggrieved Son of Heaven, until 
he consented to pay at least @ part 
of the sum demanded, how much 
depending upon his powers of en- 
daranee and the official's eagerness 
for the money. It was hoped that 
those days were passed, in spite of 
reports from time to time of hold- 








smack unpleasantly of blackmai 
ind even Kidnapping. The Ni 
tionalists have been busy professing 
the honesty of their government 
and their insistence upon integrity 
among their officials. It is there- 
fore surprising to learn from a

In Kansu provinee there are about 
2.440840 famine sufferers. Fifty:

hhsien by drought and hailstorms, 
The most seriously affected districts 
are Langshan, Weichuan, Kanliang, 
and Chingyuan.

‘once were wheat fields. One town 
of 4,000 people now has less than 
400. The people have no grain with| 
Which to plant their spring erops 
and they have no means of m: 
ing a living. They need help at 
nice so that they can get their| 
spring crops planted and take the| 
firet step towards rebuilding their 
homes. The bones of the starved: 
ie by’ the roadside and desolation 
is seon everywhere, 

‘There are two other scetions with 
& total of 70 to 100 villages, where

able. This, because the spirit of the 
times does not favour treaties which 
hhave not been entered, into openly. 

Until recently, no Carton news-

AM Sweden was listening in on 
the radio when “Duke Larsson of 
Mongolia" a few days ago broad 
it the narrative of his career in 
Far East. It reminded the

the poor farmer's boy who went 
abroad, won glory, gold and fame 





and lived happily ever after; for this 
niiddle-aged Swede, who in his youth 
finally got the title 

Duke of ‘Mongolia from the 
and is now 











al adviser of the| 
Mongols. 

B.A. Larsson was born in 1870 
in the ‘Swedish Country parish of 





Tillherga but longed for a carcer 
therefore, entered a 
Missionary School, from which he 
‘was sent out to China. After some 
while he settled at Bantu, on the 
Yellow River, where he organized 
a missionary station and became the 
permanent guest of a Mongolian 
prince, who used to show him to his| 
friends as a curiosity. 

During the Boxer War in 1900 
the Government troops entered 
Kalgan and surprised Hr. Larsson 
and twenty-one other Europeans, bat 
they 
Mongolian missionary sta 
ing, however, the pursuit of the 
Boxers, they went on to Urea 
During’ this campaign Mr. Larsson, 
several times gave ample proofs of| 
his courage and resourcefulness and} 
thus won high esteem. 

‘The Mongolian Revolution 

In 1913, while still in Urga, Mr. 
Larsson became a witness of the 
Mongolian revolution against the 
Ghinese. ‘The then Chinese Prime 
Minister, Hisung-Hsi-Ling, who well 
knew Larsson’s influence, asked him 
to act as a peace-maker between the’ 
‘two armies. Mr. Larsson had a 
parley with the Mongolian general 
outside Kalgan and induced him and 
his staff to accompany him to Pe- 
king, where peace was concluded. 

In addition to a number of high 
decorations, the living Buddha con- 
ferred on Mr. Larsson the title of 
Duke of Mongolia, after which the 
new Duke settled in Urga as a 
‘merchant. 

Duke Larsson, while living at 
Urga, has been of great help to |

Disgraceful Conduct of Chinese 
Rowdies | 





A riot occurred at the Pioneer 
Field on March 16 at the 
conclusion of the Wilts-Loh tiwa 
match in the senior division of the 
Shanghai Football League. Though 
no one was seriously harmed by 
the unruly spectators, of about 200 
Chinese of the Inbouring class, the 
affair had very serious elements in 
it, Some ladies who happened to 
pass the gate of the China National 
Amateur Athletic Federation after 
witnessing the contest, became 
hysterical at the sight of an 
avalanche of stones and fists falling. 
on the unfortunate referee, Mr. E. 
Barraclough, the manager of 
Messrs. Hall & Holtz Ltd., and the 
members of the Wiltshire Regiment 
football team. 


Anger Over Referee's Decision 
A section of the onlookers—there 
being about 8,000 spectators in all 
watching the game—were infuriated 
when the referce declined to listen. 
to protests from the stands for a 
penalty kick against the Wilts 
the second half. ‘The anger beeai 
intensified as the game progressed. 
About 15 minutes from the end 
shouts of disapproval and wild 
utterances filled the atmosphere, At 
this stage there was an apparent 
sign of an outbreak, " 
(vig), “Tang” (Bx 
favourite expressions of dissatisfa 
tion were directed at the referee. 
‘The actual incident did not happen 
till the teams and the official were 
Yeaving the field at the expiration 
of time. When the players and Mr. 
Barraclough walked off the ground 
into the dressing room, a shower

fon. poured on the refer 
Soon a lange number of 
rathered round the dressing hut, 
awaiting a chance to assault the 
referee. Some even attempted to 
jump into the room through the 
windows. A’ minute Inter while 
the Wilts players were gettin 
their belongings, the mob was rein: 
forced from thore in the streets. 




































Bodyguard Round the Referee 

The Wilts players decided to 
protect the referee as much as they 
could and formed themselves into 
a bodyguard for Mr. Barraclough, 








forcing a way clear out of the 
Federation ground gate, In trying 
to shield the referee the Wilts 


were met with hard knocks on the 
hhead and kicks from the rear. It 
was & courageous act on the part 
of a dozen soldier players in the 
face of imminent danger from a 
frantic mob of about 300 strong in 
the street. Lieut, Snook was the 
most unfortunate ‘of the lot. It 
is Impossible to say how many 
kicks and blows he actually sustai 
ced but the bruised right side of his 
face told the tale. He was mistaken 
for the referce by the mob, as he 
wore a blue blazer similar to the 
fone worn hy the referee.

It will be recalled that an almost 
similar outbreak was associated 
with the meeting between the Loh 
Hwa and Shanghai Reereation Club 
teams which took place at the 
Stadium on December 23. In this 
instance the trouble occurred prior| 
to the match when a crowd estimat- 
ed at between 15,000 and 20,000 de- 
fied all attempts at control and)

The im- 
neiliate consequence thereof is easy 
noney here, in contradistinetion to 
excessive discount rates all over’ 
the ‘world. And yet we see that 
ver supplies are on theie 
way to Shanghai and still more is 
thought abroad, We also 
witness that the dollar mint at 
Mangehow is working in face of a 
continual depression of the tacl- 
dollar rate on the Shanghai market, 
ita level below cost of minting 
dollars. And finally we observe! 
that imported bar silver on the local 
market it dearer than ever before, 
Im- 
ported bar silver of a fineness of| 
0.009 is being converted here at the 
offcjal price of 111 Shanghai tacls. 
for every 100 Canton tacls weight. 
At present as much as 11140) 
Shanghai tacts are being demanded, 
and even higher rates have actually 
een paid during the week under! 
review. All this in face of a 
veritable glut of silver on the 
i market and, especially, of 
‘available supply here of 12,000 
silver bars, representing 12 million| 
tacls in value. 
How is this apparent deviation 
from logic to be explained? Here 
fg indeed a problem which calls for 
research. We need only go_ back’ 
short seven years and a half: on 
Septemher 26, 1921, Shanghai 
banks held tacts 22,750,000 and 
silver dollars 24,800,000 in cash. 
‘To-day the vaults of our local banks 
contain Tis. 75,090,000 and  $116,-

The full title of the regiment i+ 
“The Wiltshire Regiment (Duke! 
of Edinburgh's)" and the two pres 
cent battalions were formerly known 
‘as the G2nd and 99th of Foot res- 
nectively. ‘The 1st Battalion of the 
Wiltshire Regiment is first record- 
‘ol under that name as being raised 
in 1756 although other records of 
units bearing the name of the county: 
ge back as far as 1570. ‘The pres- 
fent 2nd Battalion is the olf 99th 
of Foot and it is in connection with 
this battalion that the following re- 
narks are mainly concerned. “One 
could write a book on the history: 
of the regiment, and even to give a 
fair amount of detail regarding the 
2nd battalion would necessitate much 
expenditure of space.
